He put what Proviſions he had 
into a coarſe Osnaburgh Shirt, which he took with 
him for that Purpoſe, and took ſome of his Wife's 
Caps to make Tinder of, and two check'd Aprons 
to make him a Shirt. He lay by all that Day to 
vent bis being diſcover'd, and broil'd ſome of 
bis Bacon, which he cat very heartily. As ſoon 
as the Day Light was ſhut in, he went down 
towards the Mouth cf the River, and travelled 
all that Night, but could not make much Way. 
The next Day he lay by again, and the Night 
following travelled all Night long, and came to 
a River called Ockaquan, where there is a Ferry, 
but the Ferry-Houſc was on the other Side of the 
River. He lay about ren Days on that Side of 
the River, concealed among the Buſhes, which 
was not above ten Miles from his Maſter's Houſe, 
during which Time he wandered about to find a 
Cinoe to carry him over the River, in order to 
proceed on his Journey; and at @ Smith's Shop 
fic being Moon-light) he happened to ſee an 


- Advertiſement ſtuc up for taking him, ſtill he 


wandered up and down the River, having little 
or no Proviſions left, and walked againſt the

Then the Man, who 
was a petty Planter, flipped on his Breeches, put 
his Gun upon his Shoulder, and came after him ;

bel to? Cole aniwered, to myſelf. 
The Planter ſaid, Where are you going wok 
ſaid, To the Eaftern Shore. What are you going 
to do there? laid he. Says Cole, I bave 4 Re- 
lation that lives in Kent County, and I am going 
to bim; be it a Freeman and a Carpenter, and 
has ſent for me to come and live with bim ; and, 
as my Wife is dead, I deſign to live there.
